Rabbi Solomon Milles, Chicago's old- 
est citizen, who has in fact been 4 
Solomon for many yeavs to those of 
his race in the city, died early yes 
terday at his home—three modest 
rooms at 1142 South Halsted street— 
aged 107 years. He passed away peace- 
fully as he has lived these last few 


lyears and will be buried after serv- 


ices at 2:30 o’clock this afternoon in 
the chapel, 3554 Roosevelt road, at 
Western Star cemetery, Waldheim. 
Rabbi Milles is survived by his wife, 
Tillie, five.sons, three daughters, twen- 
ty-two grandchildren, and five great- 
grandchildren, and in that family felt 
that all was well, for he is recently 
reported to have remarked to a friend: 
“When I go, I go as a good Jew 
should go, for I have sowed my seed 


But the aged minister is mourned 
this morning by many,of his people. 
In the last few years he had not had 
a synagogue. He had acted simply as 
an adviser, a sort of unofficial spir- 
itual and all around marital adviser 
to the people of his race who came to 
him. Now they will miss his advice 
and the jolly way he had with him 
and his words always of wisdom when 
he united them in “the holy bond.”

RETRAINING WEAK MUSCLES 


IN WATER. 

WROTE recently of a lady who had 

worked out a method of training and 

developing her muscles which had 

been wasted by infantile paralysis. 
She had an ordinary water tank, such as 
one sees on the tops of factories, built 
in the basement of her house. When she 
got into the water in this tank she could 
walk around, exercising her weak mus- 
cles, her body sustained by the water. 
It is a great scheme and could be fol- 
lowed by others with great advantage. 
: The Crippled Children's clin} at North- 
western University Medical school is 


equipped with one of these tanks. The 


method can be used with advantage by 
people who want to retrain their muscles 
and nerves after locomotor ataxia, apo. 
plexy and other conditions. For the 
training of ataxics the method has great 
advantages over that of Frenkel.

The tank need only be used fn ‘cold 
weather. During the season the method 
can be used in any body of water such as 
a river, a creek, a pond, a lake, or any 
bathing beach, provided proper precau- 
tions are observed, Since ataxics, para- 
lytics and those with4imbs wasted by in- 
fantile paralysis cannot handle them- 
selves well, watchers and helpers must 
stick by them to prevent drowning. I 
feel very certain the walking in water 
and swimming plan for retraining has 
great possibilities.

The Mkeptic, the cynic and the pessimist are no 
new creations; and it may be of interest at the 
moment to examine some aspects of Balkan af- 
fairs in the light of predictions made by the 
loudeat skeptics of a few short years ago. 

As every schoolboy now knows, one of the 
greatest changes in Balkan history resulted from 
the allied victory over the central powers, in which 
the kingdoms of Serbia and Montenegro were 
combined with the former South-Slav possessions 
of Austria and Hungary into pone political entity, 
officially known as the kingdom of Serbs, Croats 
and Slovenes. 

There were.many critics with axes to grind who 
freely prophesied that what, with racial, cultura! 
and religious differences, this state would never 
succeed in welding itself firmly together. It was 
said, for example, that neither the Montenegrins 
nor the Croats and Slovenes would accept the 
Karageorgevitch dynasty of Serbia, and that the 
Roman Catholics, being slightly in the majority, 
would, rebel against the Greek Orthodox clergy. 
The same critics held that Alexander, the prince 
regent, would not dare to attempt the voyage to 
Zagreb and Ljubliana in June, 1920, which turned 
out not merely a success but a triumph, and set- 
tled decisively all doubts as to the loyalty of the 
new provinces to the Serbian reigning house. 


-_-eo— 


The next testing point was the Fiume episode, 
the prolongation of which, accompanied by the 
danger of war with Italy, bore heavily on the 
Slovenes, who, being’ closest to the Italian frontier, 
were the most exposed, It may be truly said that 
the Fiume dispute did more than any other fac- 
tor up to that time to cement the porn Croats, 
p and Slovenes together, 

Since Flume ceased to exist as a possible casus 
belli, there are signs ‘that in some quarters the 
opinion prevails that friction may result from the 
arrangement concerning Salonika, made between 
Greece and Yugo-Slavia. The important point here, 
generally overlooked, is that Saloniki has a po- 
litical importance for Greece and an economic in- 
portance primarily for Yugo-Slavia. Serbia de- 
fended the town with the Greeks against the Bul 
gars’ attack im the second Balkan war, recog: 
nizing Gréek sovereignty over it, and thus resulted 
good relatfotis, ‘all facilities and complete freedom 
to Yugo-Slavia trade through the port, which, but 
for this trade, would, in fact, be less important 
commercially.

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HERE’S SAFE WAY TO WIPE 
OUT PEACH TREE ENEMY. 


IVE years of experimenting with 
para-dichlorobenzene .n_ killing 
peach tree borers indicate that 
the chemical is relatively safe, 
according to the Illinois natura! history 
survey en:omologists. ' 

It will socn be time to treat the trees 
for the borer. Most orchards need the 
treatment, for 8S. G.-Chandler, ento- 
mologist with the natural history sur- 
vey, says it would be hard to find a 5 
year old peach tree in Illinois that has 
not been injured by the peach tree 
borer. He says that the best time for 
treating trees in Illinois south of the 
Vandalia railroad is from Sept. 26 to 
Oct. 25 aad north of this road from 
Sept. 20 to Oct. 20.

Use one-half ounce of chemical 

around each tree between 1 and 2 years 


old, three-fourths of an ounce around]! 
4 to 6 year old trees, and an ounce for | ; 


trees from 6 to 10 years old. - Do not 
treat trees that have not grown one 
full season. 

Remove all the grass and weeds 
from the ground near the tree and 
scrape off ‘he gum masses where the 
trunk is injured by the borers before 
applying the chemical.
